Instead he died fleeing 
from.a “ job,” his back filled with gun- 
shot, much as Judge George Kersten 
said he would die when the furist sent 
him to Joliet five years ago. He had 
pleaded guilty to the robbery of half a 
dozen exclusive homes. In sentencing 
him the judge said: 


Prochowski, and you could make your 
mark in some line of honest endeavor 
if you would only try. But if you 
don’t your fate will be a sad one. I 
can foresee a black night, an alley, a 
man waiting with a gun, a shot in the 
dark—and the end of you.”

300,000 VOLT X-RAY 
MACHINE GIVES HOPE 
TO CANCER VICTIMS 


St. Louis, Mo., May 20.—A notable 
progression toward the control of can- 
cer has been the development within 
the last year of the X-ray to frearly 
triple the penetrating power of 
previous machines, Dr. Albert Soiland 
of Los Angeles, president of the Radio- 
logical Society of North America, stated 
at the society’s mid-annual convention 
here today. . 

“The three best agents for the con- 
trol of cancer,” Dr. Soiland explaingd, 

“are radium, X-ray, and surgery, and 
any of the three may effect cures, 
though none is an absolute cure, due 
to the fact. that cancers are not always 
confined to one spot. Often they are 
malignant in one spot, but may spread 
widely through the body tissue. 

“The creation of an X-ray machine 
in the last year with 300,000 volts to 
replace previous machines of scarcely 
more than 100,000 volts will allow many 
cancers that hitherto could not be 
reached by the X-ray, to be treated 
with some of eating 
cures.”

WHAT ARMY REDUCTIONS 


The alleged economies involved in the army 
appropriation bill as passed by the house come to 
66 cents per capita of the population. 

For this pretended saving, as we are told by 
the men who have given the subject study, we 
| shall have to suspend our plans for army and corps 
units in the guard—essential to the proper organi- 
zation of a modern field force—and also withdraw 
recognition from units already organized. We shall 
have to suspend organization of coast artillery 
units, cavalry commands, heavy or motorized 
— | artillery, most of the air force, large and important 
engineer units, as well as other units essential to 
the proper organization of any arm or corps: 

Gen. Harbord, deputy chief of staff, says: “ Some- 
thing must give way; either the training of the 
citizen soldier, which we regard as our principal 
business, or the coast defense and ordinary work 
of the regular army, its readiness for internal or 
other disturbances.” 

We are already below the pre-war levei of 
military strength, and the house proposes we g0 OB 
down, demoralizing the plans for civilian soldiery 
which are the foundation of the national effort in 
The very men who voted for these 
reductions will talk pompous generalities about the 
‘valor of the American citizen soldier and the 
But the reductions’ mean 
that through want of training the valor of the 
American soldier sends him to slaughter when war 
comes and the might of the republic, unready and 
ignorant of its weakness, is unavailable at the 
hour of need. 

Mr. Wilson, in one of the earlier addresses of the 
war period in which it was revealed that not only 
congressmen but even the President, though com- 
mander in chief of the army and navy, may be 
ignorant of the essential facts of the national 
defense, said that the United States places its reli- 
ance upon “a citizenry trained and accustomed to 
arms.” Mr. Wiison did not then know that we 
have placed our reliance on something we have 
never been willing to provide. We have the citi- 
zenry.

YES! SLEEP BEAUTIFIES. 


N .old sleeping schedule, and one 
often quoted, is as follows: 
Sleep required at different 
ages: 
During the first half of the first 
year, 23 hours. | 


Six months to 18 months of age, 20 


-nours. 


The transition from 23 hours to 20 
hours is to be gradually effected. 

The sleep schedule for the datter part 
of this year period is less than twenty 
hours and that for the first part is more. 

Two years, 18 hours. 
Three years, 16 hours, 
_ Four years, 15 hours. 

In lessening the hours. of the sléep 
schedule it is well first to reduce the 
morning sleep period, then the afternoon 
Sleep period, and, finally, the night 
period. However, it is well to retain a 
brief afternoon period, even ‘thopgh it 
necessitates some reduction in the twelve 
hour night sleeping period, which is so 
advantageous in childhood. 
Five years, 14 hours. 7 
Six years, 13 hours. 

Seven years, 12% hours. 
Hight years, 12 hours. 

‘ Nine years, 11% hours. 
Ten years, 11 hours. 
Thirteen years, 104% hours. 
Fifteen years, 10 hours. 
Seventeen years, 914 hours. 
Nineteen years, 9 hours. 
Over 19 years, 8 hours.

A NEW EXPLANATION OF 
OPPOSITION TO THE BONUS. 


Chicago, May 13.—The bonus question 
seems to be unduly agitating the minds 
of the politicians at the present time. 
What seems to bother some of them, es- 
pecially in Washington, is the problem 
of dealing with the question so as to 
make a pretense of keeping faith with 
the ex-soldier and the American people 
while at the same time obeying the com- 
mands of big business communicated to 
Washington by way of Wall street. 

I believe there are but few of those 
who represent the people at Washington 
who are opposed to the bonus of their 
own free will. However, pressure is 
brought to bear upon these representa- 
tives by agencies of greed and selfishness 
which disregard any right of humanity 
that may interfere with their selfish 
purpose of abasing the American people 
to enhance the plutocrats’ bespotted for- 
tunes. 

Perhaps the capitalists are not opposed 
to the bonus in so far as its benefit to 
the ex-soldier individually is concerned, 
but I believe capital is opposed to the 
bonus because it will materially reduce 
competition in the field of labor. 

The eyesore of our greedy industrial 
organizations of today is independence 
of labor. It is evident that adjusted com- 
pensation to three million or more men, 
most of whom are in the ranks of over- 
stocked labor, will have a tendency to 
induce a feeling of independence among. 
those affected. Many of these men will 
venture into other fields of endeavor in 
which they will. receive fruits of 
their own Fabor.

Farm and Building Work 


Provide Jobs for Idle. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

A birdseye view of the middle west 
indicates that industry is reviving 
and unemployment is diminishing ata 
@teady pace both in the smailer com- 
munities and the large manufactur- 
ing centers. 

Apart from the idleness in the coal 


mines, the upper Mississippi valley is) 


registering a generad May improve- 
ment over April, as denoted in the 
industrial survey of the employment 
service of the United States depart- 
ment of labor. 

Steel and iron have more than 6 per 
cent more men at work than in April, 
and vehicles for land transportation 
have increased their payrolls more 
than 10 per cent. In the Gary sector 
the steel mills are running 85 per cent 
of normal, and there is a shortage of 
common labor which employers ascribe 
to a chop in wages for unskilled hands 
to 30 and 25 cents an hour. 


Auto Towns Busy Again. 
In the automotive towns factories 
have picked up with rapidity. Cities 


in Michigan which suffered among 
the hardest from the slump are now 
taking on an air of prosperity—some 
plants report a shortage of skilled 
mechanics. 

Building construction and the in- 
stallation of public improvements are 
hitting a boom pace, while the agri- 
cultural regions are absorbing much 
farm labor, some sections reporting a 
shortage of experienced hands. In 
the building trades the demand for 
carpenters, plasterers,  bricklayers, 
and other craftsmen in every city re- 
porting is at least equal to the supply, 
and at some points it exceeds the sup- 
ply. 

“The optimistic: attitude of the 
farmer is reflected in the unprece- 


and general financial: conditions has 
brought about a big demand and rush 
orders for wheels, increasing employ- 
ment, There has been extensive road 
construction. around the Green Bay 
region, 

Wisconsin—Gradual increase in the 
number of factory employés and open- 
ing up of outdoor Work will relieve the 
situation materially. The road pro-

“Men seem to enjoy facing the world 
alone, but there’s never been a woman who 
did, whatever she may say about it,” Mrs. 
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them, tore one man to pieces, and wounded 
four others. Then the rest of the men 
rushed in with their spears, piercing. the 
gorilla through and through. ‘The skin was 
so badly torn that it had not been pre- 
served; Mr. Akeley was sorry not to get the 
skull. - 
He had 4ome thought of stopping here and 
starting off towards those mountains for his 
gorillas, but the rumors about them were 
too conflicting and the distances too vague. 
It seemed wiser to keep on to the original 


objective, where the natives knew the gorilla 


range and had no euperstition about hunt- 
ing them. 4 
We heard another story about gorillas 


from Monsieur Dargent, a Belgian aduiin- 


istrator, on the little boat with us, going out 
to his post at Sake at the northwest end 
of the lake. He said that fourteen days’ 
journey in the forest back of Sake there 
were gorillas which had so terrorized the 
natives that several villages had been aban- 
doned. He had not seen the gorillas him- 
self, but he had heard many stories from 
the natives. 
This sounded like the good old demon 
ia of Du Chaillu’s reports, which attacks 
man on sight and carries off woman. But 
Mr. Akeley was unshaken in his conviction 
of the animal's natural inoffensiveness to- 
wards man. I could see that a gorilla was 
going to have to treat him rough to make 
any impression. 
And, of course, these were only native 
rumors, without any of the circumstances 
being given. It was perfectly possible that 
a food shortage had led the gorillas to prey 
upon the village shambas, and where men 
and gorillas were brought into collision over 
food there was no question but what the 
gorilla was a terrible antagonist. The great 
length of his huge arms gave him a tre- 
mendous reach and he was credited with be- 
ing able to scoop out a man like a soft shell 
crab. 


The question was, did he do .this only in 
self-defense, or did he do it wantonly, and 


did he hunt man and attack him on sight? — 
These were the questions on which we hoped.

my tent with roses. : 

It was great good fortune to have him 
there, and it was a distinct relief when his 
blood tests told me I had only the regular 
African fever, from an infected mosquito, 
and not the kimpootoo, or spirillum fever. 
which comes from a tick bite, and is a re- 


_eurrent blazem, often deadly, with great 


aanger of paralysis. The kimpootoo is found 
chiefly on the caravan routes, brought in on 
the carriers’ feet, and for that reason old

It is my own opinion that the scald- 
ing of mushrooms is an excellent pre- 
caution. It is often hard to wash them 
clean, and the scalding cleanses them. 
They are even improved for broiling, 
as well as for baking, by being scalded. 
Authorities believe the poisonous prin- 
ciple is extremely soluble in boiling 
water, but this is no reason for being 
careless. Mushrooms which do not 
keep long after they are gathered, will 
keep much longer if scalded and rinsed 
with cold water—from morning till 
evening, perhaps, when untreated 
they would not be in good condition 
after two hours. Salt in the scalding 
water is also used as a safeguard. 

Broiling Mushrooms. 

The most inveterate gatherer of 
mushrooms I know cleans her mush- 
room, puts it on a stone china plate 
or saucer, seasoning it with salt and 
butter, puts it into the hot broiling 
oven until the juices start out well, 
then takes it fpom the oven, covers it

PANAMAS FOR COMFORT. 


EW YORK. — (Special Corre- 

spondence. ]—The dog days are 

coming and with them all sorts 

and kinds of devices for keeping 
not the canine but the human race cool. 
Besides the myriads of ice cream sodas 
and palm leaf fans, there will be the 
usual attendance of another form of 
the palm tree, the Panama hat. 

The majority of men do not wear 
Panamas, perhaps because they are 
not cheap, the average price paid be- 
ing about $10, but they are as non- 
in. perfectly good 
form and taste, and certainly a far 
cooler proposition than the regular stiff 
straw. The Panama is lighter on the 


- head, and is a better ventilated hat 


because the ordinary straw is so 
clogged up with the glue that stiffens 
it that the air does not go through, as 
it can in the thinner Panama, which 
is stiffened with gelatin. 

The story of thése hats is an interest- 
ing one. Probably few of the men who 


walk into a store in Chicago or New 


York and clap a Panama on to their 
heads wonder where they come from 


-or realize how much of some South 


American’s life is represented in that 
fragile bit of straw. They would doubt- 
less be amazed to learn that the cheap- 
est Panama. takes a week to weave 
‘and that does not include the finishing 
of the edge, which is done separately), 
that that if it were made up in this 
country by American labor the same 
hat would sell at about $50. One of

One sees with such figures 

why these hats are not made in this 

country. The price of one would be 

so fabulous that the wearer would feel” 
in danger of his life whenever he 

walked abroad. 

Although the actual manufacture of 
the finished hat is done in this country, 
the straw is prepared and woven into 
a hatlike shape in South America. 
Most of the weaving is done in Equa- 
dor, but the materials come from dif- 
ferent places. As suggested earlier, 
palm leaves are responsible for the 
creation of Panama hats. The leaves 
are cut into thin strips, boiled in the 
factories, rolled, and bleached in the 
sun. Like tobacco leaves, the finest 


leaves as the more inferior grades, the 
difference being in the part of the leaf 
used. 

Natives buy the prepared straw and 
weave it at their homes, and when 
several hats are finished, one member 
of the family takes a trip some morn- 
ing to the market in town, and asks 
four or five times as much as he will 
get for the hats. At the end of the 
day, when all hope of high profits have 
fied, he sells to the highest bidder and 
returns home to weave‘more hats for 
het American summers. 

The purchase 6f one of the highest 
grade hats, such as takes a vear tv 
weave, is. especially interesting. A 
prospective buyer goes to a native who 
shows him the little straw button which | 
is the center of the hat and from.

THE UNUSUAL SUNROOM. 


HIS is the season when porches 
and sunrooms come into their 
own and reign supreme. They 

. are decked in their gay holiday 

attire and become so fascinating that 

We are inclined to live almost entirely 

in them. The custom of using the in- 

closed porch as a breakfast room is 
gaining steadily in popularity. Start- 
ing the day in a sunny, cheerful porch 

is an ideal method for the upkeep of a 

good disposition. 

It doesn’t take a great deal of space 
for breakfast room furniture. A small 
sun porch was recently converted into 
the most charming little breakfast 
room imaginable! The base of the 
table was of reed, and the wooden top 
was drop leafed. When it was not in 
use the leaves were dropped and it 
was set against the wall. There were 

four side chairs, an arm chair, and a 


which were of the same height, could 
be drawn together and made into a 
chaise longue. The set was painted 
gray, with trims of deep mauve and 
black. The cushions were figured in 
mauve and gray, and the window cur- 
tains were deep mauve silk gauze. The 
floor was covered with gray and black 
linoleum in a tile pattern. 

Some people have such light dining 
rooms that it is needless for them to 
make use of their sun porches as 
breakfast rooms. Nevertheless, they 
want their porches made as attractive 
as possible, especially during the sum- 
mer months. A gay sort of furniture 
with which to refurbish is the French 
cane, which: comes in either a small 
or large brick pattern weave, in com- 
binations of two or three colors; for 
instance, tan and blue; dull green, blue 
and black, or orange and dull green. _. 

A striking set of this sort which I 
saw recently in a sun porch consisted 
of a chaise longue, @ square center 
table, a davenport, three side chairs, 
an arm chair, and a rocker. These 
were in combination of red, black, and 
the natural color of the cane. The 
cushions were of black sateen piped 
with red to match that in the furniture. 
The upper and lower sash curtains

ural cane, edged with a narrow worsted 
fringe of red, black, and tan. There 
was a piece of olive green pottery on 
the table. The floor was painted black. 

Solid wood furniture, painted, is al- 
ways suitable for the summer porch. 
A satisfactory color to use is gray. This 
neutral tone may be combined with al- 
most any color. The pieces may be 
edged with bright colors, such as em- 
erald green, vermilion, or turquoise. 
Flowered cretonnes and chintzes make 
a good showing, as cushions and cur- 
tains, when contrasted to sclid masses 
of neutral colors. Other good back- 
ground colors which will bring out 
figured materials are ecru, navy blue, 
or old ivory. An old tvory set, with 
sage green trims and cushions of peony 
flowered cretonne, with a sage green 


background, would be nice. 


A cool color for summer time is 
green. This color was employed most 
effectively in a summer home by a 
prominent decorator. The furniture 
was Wedgwood green reed. Around 
the edges of the chairs, davenport, and 
little desk small squares of orange 
color were painted. The center table 
was of wrought iron. The curtains 
and valances were of green and orange 
chintz.

The lamp was of 
black reed lined with rose silk, which 


showed through the openwork. 


roller shades were of flowered glazed 


the rose predominating. It was such 
an inyiting pjace for afternoon tea 
that a reed tea table on wheels was 
deemed absolutely indispensible. This 
matched the rest of the furniture in 
color. 

Gray and old blue make a pleasing 
combination. Gray reed furniture, 
with an old blue stripe and motifs, 
would look well.

SILK HANDBAGS. 
WONDERFUL bag was seen not 
long ago made of black and red 
brocaded ribbon. It was the 
usual size for a fancy bag-— 
about nine or ten inches deep by five 
or six inches in width. The top was 
turned over in a three-quarter inch 


hem or casing, through which two dou- | 


ble faced satin ribbons were run. There 
Strands of crystal 
beads, two inches when doubled in a 
loop, were sewed on for trimming. 
These bead strands were set on in 
clusters—possibly four loops sewed 
close together, then a space the same 
width, and s> on. There were three 
of these clusters on each side of the 


bag, and three rows—the picture will 


make the meaning clear. The clusters 
were sewed on directly under each 
other, each cluster lapping a little over 


the one below. 


The bottom was gathered into a large 

round covered button mold, and 
through the middie of this was sus- 
pended a cluster of the bead loops. 
At each side at the top of the bag 
there was a large fancy white bone 
ring. The lining was _ 
Another bag was made of a beautiful 
piece of blue moire ribbon and had a 
two inch wide heading at the top. The 
bag was trimmed with steel beads, 
just below the casing for the ribbons 
that the bag is opened and closed by 
were three rows of these steel beads, 
set on one-half inch apart and paralle! 
to each other. Below these rows were 
two tucks, each one inch in width and 
each tuck edged with one inch bead 
loops sewed on close together to the 
edge of each tuck. Then there were 
three rows of three-quarter inch loops 
of beads, with a half inch space be- 
tween. The bottom of the bag was 
gathered into a covered button mold. 
and through the middle of it were 
sewed. three inch strands of the beads.

He gave everybody in Florence a_

Carlyle’s story of that flight is as good as 
the one the master Dumas told: We toil through night and apprehension with

This kind of writing grips men while it drives them neiidter distracted. Sir 


when it was new, at 3 o'clock one afternoon. When he laid it down the clock 
was striking 4 of the morning. The secret of the spell is in the unflagging 
vivacity of the style. That style gave a name to calculated incoherence in 
writing.

A little man, about whom few know 
and fewer take much account. But mark him well. In a few more pages he is 
going to release a certain “ whiff of grapeshot” that will quiet and reduce and 
set in order for twenty years—no more—the most beautiful aspiration and the 
most appalling muddle in which mankind ever engaged itself. Mark him in '94. 
He has some months to wait; '965 is going to be his year. He is—— 

Napoleon .. , that little bronze-complexioned Artillery-Officer of Toulon, home 
from the Italian. Wars! Grim enough; of lean, almost cruel aspect: for he has 
been in trouble, in ill health; also in {il favour, as a man promoted, deservingy 
or not, by the Terrorists and Robespierre Junior. But does not Barras know 
him? Will not Barras speak a word for him? Yes,—if at any time it will serve 


Barras so to do. Somewhat forlorn of fortune, for the present, stands the Ar- 
tillery-Officer; looks, with those deep earnest eyes of his, into a future as waste 


him, which smite home, like light or lightning ;—on the whole, rather dangerous? 
A “ dissocial’’ man? Dissocial enough; a natural terror and horror to all Phan- 


tasms, being himself of the genus Reality! He stands here, without work or out- 


look, in this forsaken manner ;—glances nevertheless, it would seem, at the kind 


glance of Josephine Beauharnais; and, for the rest, with severe wr with 
open eyes, and closed lips, waits what will betide. ; 


In like manner, intimately that there seems at times a kind of furtive- 


gogues face to face and eye to eye, you shall meet Mirabeau (probably the 
greatest portrait in the book), Robespierre, Danton, Dumonriez (an exquisite 
etching less than a little page wide and long), dear Vergniand, and the long 
train of others who made—and unmade—the destiny of—of whom? Us. Had 
they never lived and wrought, the world would have been very unhappy today. 

They having lived and wrought, it is less so. 

The very chapter headings of this book invite to read: “ Storm and Vic- 
tory’; “Conquering Your King”; “O Richard, O My King!"; “As in the 
Age of Gold”; “Sound and Bincke”: “The Day of Poniards”; “The Night 
of Spurs”; “The Steeples at Midnight’; “The Gods Are Athirst ”; “Grilled 
Herrings ”; rs “The Whiff of Grapeshot.”’ ‘Who can resist? 

And yet—and yet! "Tis no kindness to urge this book upon a youth or 
a novice and expect him to manage it singlehanded. It is so great a book that 
one would not have it different, but one would have another, book to read with 
it. In fine, Carlyle presupposes so much knowledge on his reader's part, is so 
allusive, so interjectory, so rhapsodic, and dashes in and out of his narrative 
so often and so wildly, that to the young reader he must be bewildering, even 
baffling. So, if you are young and will let yourself be schoolmastered for a 
moment, get Justin Huntley McCarthy's “The French Revolution,” a longer 
book than Carlyle’s by three or four hundred pages, but clearer, easier, and 
more comprehensive. A good working edition may be had for $3.50. Above all, 
if you are in school, get your school to take on the purchase of the new 
“French Revolution” which Dr. George H. Allen, one of the government’s 
historiographers of the world war, has written and which the Barries of Phila- 
delphia aye publishing in four volumes, at the rate of a volume every six 
months. It is expenstve, but, if only for its pictorial splendors and {ts repro- 
auctions of documenta, it is worth while. It ought to be tn every school. I 
have studied only the first volume. It seems to me in a strain at once ane and 
interesting. Work your way into a great period, then, with Mr. McCarthy and 
Dr. Allen for a couple of months, and then you will enjoy your Cartyle with a 
gusto which few other books in our language will ever create in you.

Beauty of Line 


Characterizes 


- Diana Gabii 
By Ellis. 

HE. pe Gabii, like tie Diana of 
Verseille, is in that wonderful 
treasure house of the worlds art, 

the Louvre. But here the like- 
ness ceases for Diana Gabii is in 
strange and subtle contrast to that of 
Verseille though none the less a por- 
trait of the goddess a&é she was wor- 
shipped in ancient Greece. A quaint 


shortly after it was placed in the 
Louvre, calls it “ Le Pearle de Museé,” 
and indeed it is like a jewel in its 


‘soft delicacy of line and pearly lovell- 


ness. 

It wage found near Gabii, Latrium, in 
1792, in rather bad condition, but many 
pieces were also discovered and res- 
torations made to supplement them. 
It is of Parfan marble and life size. 
The original, of which the one in the 
Louvre is a copy, is attributed to 
Praxiteles. It possesses all the dreamy 
indolence of expression and attitude 
that characterized his works, and is of 
sufficient excellence to warrant the at- 
tribution. The perfect disposition of 
the garments in grateful and unaf- 
fected folds, the lovely curves of the 
young and girlish form all speak of 
the authorship of the genius of whom 
the Greek epigram was written: 


stones learn to revel wildly, and old 
age is no longer feeble.” Praxiteles 
received more praise from his contem- 
poraries than any other sculptor not 
excluding Phidias, That he was more 
popular than the Matter was probably 


| due to the fact that Phidias treated the 


gods in their majestic and divine atti- 
tudes, while Praxiteles, influenced by 
his times, portrayed them in more hu-: 
man and romantic style. Only the 
Zeus of Parthenos was- ever praised 
and adored like that work of Prax- 
iteles, which caused a city to become 
famous in his day, the Aphrodite of 
Cnidos. 

Praxiteles, being commissioned “ 
make a statue of Aphrodite for the 
city of Cos, had the originality and 
the boldness to make the goddess en- 
tirely nude, but fearing that this might 
be considered irreverent, he made two 


choice. The citizens of Cos chose the 
clothed Aphrodite, but the Cnidians 
also wishing a statue of the goddess, 
bid for the nude one, which they set 
up in an open grove of myrtle trees. 
At once the Greek world poured into 
the city to look at the new Aphrodite 
and to worship and to praise until 
Cnidos became famous over night. 
Pliny says, “ Above all the works not 
only of Praxiteles, but of all the world 
is the Venus of the Cnidians, to see 
which many men made the voyage to 
Cnidos, which work was fashioned as 
was supposed with the approbation of 
the goddess herself.” Another epigram 
makes the goddess say, “When, O, 
Praxiteles, didst thou see me thus that 
thou shouldst know 50 well my pres 
ence?” 

Nicomedes, . king of the Bethynea, 
offered to absolve the Cnidians of their 
national debt if they would give him 
the statue for his palace, but though 
their debt was heavy and pressed upon 
them sorely, they refused. The statue 
was said to have been modeled after 
Phryne, the most famous hetarai of 
the time and favorite of Praxiteles, but 
if he used her for a model he did not 
make a likeness, but an idealization of 
her beauty, for later he made a statue 
of her in gilt bronze which was offered 
at Delphi and which, according to the 
chroni@fers bore no resemblance to the 
Cnidian Aphrodite. 

‘The nearest approach we have to a 
copy of the Aphrodite of Praxiteles is 
the Cnidian Venus in the Vaticag, to 


skirt of painted metal. Praxiteles is 
known to have made forty-seven 
groups of statuary, not forty-seven 
statues, but forty-seven groups of 


nstatues. Of many of these there are

+“ Supervisor Young lives right on 
the road,” was the reply, “and taxes 
g£oO on just the same. The merchants 
here are contributing to a fund to have 
the holes filled up atleast: We have 
lost all hope of e¥er seeing the road 
dragged or put into decent shape for 
travel.’”’ 

Four miles out on the main road to 
DuQuoin a drain ditch had been guid- 
ed across the road to form a twenty- 
foot bog. A patient farmer. boy sat at 
the side of the highway holding four 
expectant horses but offering no com- 
ment on the water hazzard. 

“Ain’t no way to get through,” he ; 
observed when the car mired down and 
rested on the running boards in the 
middle of the artificial lake. “All of 
‘em stick and I pull ’em out.” 

“Why don’t some one throw a few 
loads of cinders or a little gravel in: 
that lake,” he was asked after the 
four expectant horses had fallen in 
like soldiers and pulled the car 
through. 

“William Lynch je the road super- 
visor,” he remarke@, pocketing his 
highway profiteer fee. “He lives 
right up there in that house and he 
ain't done a thing but watch people 
pulled out. Might ask him.” — 


Mr. Lynch was emphatically not at 
home. It was intimated at his house 
that numerous motorists had stopped 
there in the last few weeks to pay him 
a@ little social call.

Two hundred yards further east a 
huge mound of loose earth blocked the 
road. It had been dug from the ditch 
at the right and piled up on what 
looked to be a broken culvert. Twenty 
minutes of hard work was required 
before the car could be forced through. 


Two miles from DuQuoin another 


mud hole claimed four cars and a 
truck, all carrying log chains and trav- 
eling together for protection. After 
an hour of alternate sticking and first 
aid, the cavelcade pulled through and 
limped into DuQuoin. Three of the 
cars had irgportant business at Ben- 


to cross ten railroad tracks at grade, 
winding through the town of Elkville 
to form its main business street. One 
faction is trying to prevail on the state 
to locate the road straight south from 
DuQuoin to Carbondale on the west 
side of the tracks, thus eliminating 
one expensive bridge and many cross- 
ings. 

From Carbondale to Marion the main 
ro@a is little better than its more 
northerly sisters, although some work 
has been done and grading is complete 
preparatory to paving. From Marion 
north to West Frankfort, in the heart 
of the coal fields and on to Benton, 
the state road is ready for paving, 
but both detour roads are practically 
impassable in wet weather. It required 
most of one day to make eleven miles 
on this detour.

The farmer came out and sat down te 
watch operations, observing that there 
had been twelve cars mired there in 


‘two days. He was advised that his
